Washington, D; C M Oct. 5, 1917. 
To the Men and Women of America: 

We have received a request from the 
French Government that we allow 
them to export from the United States 
one hundred thousand tons of sugar 
during the next month and probably 
more at a later period. 

"Our own situation is that we have 
just sufficient sugar to maintain our 
normal consumption until the first of 
January when the new West Indian 
crop becomes available to all. 

"Our consumption is at the rate of 
ninety pounds per person per year, a 
little under four ounces per day per 
person. 

"The French people are on a ration 
of sugar equal to only twenty-one 
pounds per annum per person or at a 
rate of less than one single ounce per 
day per person, a little more than the 
weight of a silver dollar each day. 

"The English and Italian rations 
are also not over one ounce per day. 

"The French people will be entirely 
without sugar for over two months, if 
we refuse to part with enough from 
our stocks to keep them supplied with 
even this small allowance a s it is not 
available from any other quarter. 

"Sugar to even a greater amount 
than the French ration is a human 
necessity. 

"If our people would reduce by one- 
tJiird their purchases and consump- 
tion of sugar and of candy for other 
uses than preserving fruit, which we 
do not wish to interfere with, we can 
save the French situation. 

"In the interest of the French peo- 
ple and of the loyalty we owe them 
to divide our food in the maintenance

HUGE BUILDINGS FOR 

OFFICES AT WASHINGTON 



Washington, D. C. November G, 
1917. — One of the manifold problems 
presented by the war is that of fur- 
nishing adequate office accommoda- 
tions for the thousands of additional 
officials, clerks, and other Federal 
servants who are pouring into Wash- 
ington. The Government is exercising 
its prerogative in this direction and has 
commandeered conveniently located 
office buildings and apartment houses 
with a free hand. In addition, it i.-* 
erecting huge temporary structuics 
for use as offices, and in the building 
of these contractors are breaking 
time records for construction work. 
I A building to house the six hundred 
officials and clerks of the Council of 
National Defense, containing more 
than 100,000 square feet of floor space, 
was erected and fully equipped in Pf- 
ty-three days. Similar buildings near- 
by are for the mse of the forces of 
the food Administration, Fuel Admin- 
istration, and Army Ordnance. Work 
is well under way on a mammoth 
structure which will cover three city 
blocks to house the overflow of the 
War and Navy Departments, the con- 
tract for which calls for completion 
in four months. 

By these methods the Government 
keeps in advance of its actual neecU 



At the present rate of increase the 
usual 35,000 Federal employes id 
Washington will be more than doubled 
if the war continues another year. 
Workers of all kinds are being ap- 
pointed, stenographers and type- 
writers and draftsmen for the service 
generally, and what are known as 
schedule clerks, index and catalogue 
clerks, clerks qualified in statistics or 
accounting, and clerks qualified in 
business administration for the Ord- 
nance Department of the Army, being 
in great demand. 

Representatives of the Federal Civil 
Service Commission at the post offices 
in all cities are the official recruiting 
agents for the great civilian army an 
army of a half million behind the men 
behind the guns.
